•iang's Disease begins Monday .in 
licmpstcad county announced Oli- 
ver L. Adams, county agent, today. 


Joe Hamilton, vaccinator, rcpre- 
nlitiK the USDA Bureau of An- 


imnl Industry, will be in Ihc county 
until all requests for the vaccina- 
tion service are met. 


All heifer calves to be vaccinat- 


ed must be at least four months 
old and under 10 months of age. 
There are no' charges. 
Itcqucsts 


for vaccination are to be made at 
the county agents office by mail or 
by personal contact. lOnch owner 
requesting the ealfhood vaccina- 
tion will be advised us to the date 
and hour the vaeeinator will call 
at (lie individual farm. 


The culfhood 
vaccination pro- 


gram was bejjun in Hcnipsicad 
county in August 104!). 
To date 


2700 replacement heifer calves have 
been vaccinated in 700 farm calls. 
Calfhood vaccination is the best in- 
surance available for use in the 
prevention of th.p l.oss of calves be- 
cause of Bang's disease. 


Predicts Food 
Prices to Stay 
Fairly Stable 


Washington, May 9 —(.f) — The 


agriculture department 
predicted 


today that 
currently 
high 
food 


prices will remain 
fairly 
stable 


from now at least until early sum" 
mcr. 


This forecast was basod upon tho 


assumption there will be no change 
In tho international situation which 
might encourage scare buying by 
consumers. 


Supplies of most foods we» sffld 


to l>c adequate to maintain civilian 
consumption at least as large as 
a year earlier. 


nctail food prices for the first 


quarter of this year were said to 
have averaged almost 15 per cent 
higher than a year earlier. Largest 
increases wore reported for mats 
eggs, fats and oils, and poccssc'd 
fruits and vegetables. 


The department said It is like- 


ly food prices will tend to Increase 
move in the latter part of the year. 
It said the military and export de- 
mand will be stronger then and 
contribute to tho upward 
price 


pressure started by the 
Korean 


war. 


"As more of the nation's produc- 


tion is geared to the defense effort 
and essential industrial capacity Is 
expanded in the latter half of 1951, 
supplies of some consumer goods— 
particularly the durable commodi- 
ties and housing — may be

duced from present 
levels," the 


agemcy szid in a report. 


"A sharp reduction in the 
sup 


plies of these goods would further 
lor food and non durage goods an 
services, as was the case during 
World War II and the immediate 
postwar years. With consumer in 
comes expanding, price pressures 
may be greater later in the ycarY1 


The department added, howvr, 


that price and wage controls, cred- 
it restrictions and proposed higher 
income taxes would tend to limit 
price rises that might occur. 


The average rate of civilian food 


consumption is expected to be a 
lltlc higher thlS-ytaT-ttertvIast- ana' 
about U per cent higher than the 
prewar average. 
, 


As in the past five, years, the 


bulk of the food exports will 
be 


grain and grain products, especial- 
ly wheat and flour. The 
depart- 


ment said .larger exports, of "these 
commodities probably Will be more 
than offset by declines in exports 
of dairy products, dried fruits and 
other foods. Little mc»t is being 
sold abroad. 


The department said the civilian 


supply of meat this year is ex- 
pected to average 148 pounds, 
carcass weight, for each indivi- 
dual, 
compared with 144.5 last 


year, 126 before the war and » 
recent peak ot 153.4 in 1946.

tegic Iceland's airfields will be al 
most useless for modern Amcrlc 
heavy bombers and Jot fighters un 
til nnd unless they can be rebuilt. 


None of the runways of the four 


fields constructed 
during 
World 


War II are long enough tor han- 
dling fully-loaded warplancs 
like 


the B-38 or the swift Jet fighters, 
a check today indlatcd. 


But Iceland — whore U n i t e d 


States Army, Navy and Air Forces 
have landed under an agreement 
with Denmark (owner of Iceland) 
to help defend the Island under the 
North Atlantic treaty provisions- 
has two other major functions in 
guru-ding against possible Soviet at- 
tack across the Arctic:
